Newspaper articles 
were buried in file cabinets bigger than a 
triple dorm room in Chandler Village. Li- 
brarians were constantly overloaded with 
book reservations from Professors. Many

Worcester State Receives 
$120,000 Grant 


President of Worcester State College, 
Kalyan K. Ghosh, Ph.D., announced the re- 
ceipt of a $120,000 grant from the Fairlawn 
Foundation of the Greater Worcester Com- 
munity Foundation to establish a Physical 
Therapy program at the college. Adminis- 
tered over two years, the grant will greatly 
enhance Worcester State’s ability to estab- 
lish a high quality Master’s of Science in 
Physical Therapy program. 

“This is a tremendous gift,” said Presi- 
dent Ghosh. “The Fairlawn Foundation has 
once again shown their commitment to edu- 
cation in the fields of allied health and they 
have demonstrated their strong belief that 
Worcester State College will produce the 
top quality graduates in this field that the 
region needs.” 

“Since its beginning in 1992, the 
Fairlawn Foundation has distributed over 


$1 million to area colleges, research facili- 


ties and health care providers in the Worces- 


ter area. We are committed to supporting 
innovative educational, research, and clini- 
cal projects that have a significant impact 
on health care delivery,” said Karl N. Bjork, 
chairman of the Fairlawn Foundation who 
presented the check to President Ghosh. 
“We are pleased to support the efforts of 
Worcester State College to develop educa- 
tional programs that recognize and foster 
Worcester’s emergence as a center of ex- 
cellence in medicine and biotechnology,” 
he said. 

Beginning in the Spring, 1999, Worces- 
ter State will admit its first students into 
the Master’s of Science in Physical Therapy 
program. The grant from the Fairlawn 
Foundation will provide additional faculty 
and support staff as well as professional 
equipment, which includes measurement 
and assessment tools, exercise therapy and 
orthopedics, a PT Learning Center and a 
PC Laboratory. P 


The M.S. (PT) program was approved by 
the College’s Graduate Council and the 
Board of Trustees earlier this year. Dr. 
Michel Vaillancourt, the newly appointed 
chair of the department, designed the 
master’s curriculum. The PT department 
eventually will be located in the new Sci- 
ence and Technology Center which is sched- 
uled to open in the summer 2000. 

“The need for physical therapists has 
shown steady growth over the past 30 years 
and is expected to continue to expand in the 
next decade,” said Dr. Vaillancourt. “The 
generous grant from the Fairlawn Founda- 
tion will contribute to the supply of Physi- 
cal Therapy providers and is a cost effec- 
tive means through which the Foundation 
may make a long-term investment in the 
health of Massachusetts and the Worcester 


region.”

As a nationally certified R.A.D. Instructor I’ve had the opportunity to conduct several R.A.D. Programs, four at Worcester State College. R.A.D. is the largest 
women’s self-defense program that addresses both the mental and physical aspects of self-defense. In addition to awareness and avoidance techniques, R.A.D. 
provides traditional hands-on instruction for effective methods to physically block, kick, strike, etc. 

R.A.D. Training has been available at WSC for only a short period of time resulting in a limited number of graduates. My intention, is to offer this program on a

scheduled basis to any female attend- 
ing or employed (Staff/Faculty) of 
Worcester State College. 

Listed are questions typically asked 
about the R.A.D. Program: 

-How long is the R.A.D. Program? 
The course is 12 to 15 hours in length, 
four 3 hour sessions. After 12 hours 
of academic training, participants are 
afforded the opportunity to practice 
their skills during a 3 hour simulation. 
Depending on scheduling, the pro- 
gram could be completed in 2 weeks. 
-How many students are enrolled in 
each class? 

To insure a quality program, classes 
have a maximum student to instructor 
ratio. This does not imply a minimum 
number of students are required. It is 
critical each student feels confident 
they have received the best possible 


training and can successfully apply it 
if necessary. 

-Do I have to attend all four classes? 
Participation in all four classes is 
necessary to “complete” the course. 
Each session builds from the previous 
one. As with life, you need to walk 
before you run. 

-Am I provided an opportunity to 
practice what I’ve learned? 

After completion of the four academic 
sessions, students will be allowed to 
try their skills during a 3 hour simula- 
tion program. Although students are 
encouraged to participate and practice 
their skills, it is not mandatory. 

-Do I need to be an athlete to partici- 
pate? 

The class is designed to accommodate 
the average person. Students proceed

at their own pace and are never asked 
to do something they can’t or don’t 
want to do. 

-How much does it cost? 

The price of attending the class is 
minimal. The fee covers the cost of 
the manual, 15 hours of instruction, 
simulation and a free lifetime return 
and practice policy through R.A.D. 
Presently the cost of the program is 25 
dollars. 

-When and where do I sign-up for the 
class?

These dramatic changes the Library un- 
derwent this summer did cost Worcester 
State College over $100,000 dollars but the 
renovations will actually end up saving the 
school roughly $20,000 per year. The old 
CWMARS came at a cost greater than the 
users sanity, WSC paid $25,000 annually for 
the use of the system. However, with the 
creation of their own system WSC only pays 
$13,000 annually for its service. The news- 
paper and journal databases will save WSC 
$100 per roll of microfilm and $1,500 per 
every filing cabinet they will not have to 
purchase.
